Britain Now Plans

Will Try to Prevent Neutral Vessels 


from Supplying [Even Non-com- 
batants with Food. 


LONDON, MARCH 1 —Premier Asquith announced in the house 


of commons this-afternoon that the British government has decided 
to preeent commodities from reaching Germany or leaving that coun- 
try. 


This means that no food stuffs of any kind would be allowed to 


reach German. The embargo will also be extended to raw materials. 


This action was taken by the British government in retaliation 


for Germany's submarine war-fare against English merchant shipping. 
England will "now try to starve Germany info submission. 


It is believed that the embargo of the British government upon 


food stuffs and raw materials will increase the activity oi' the Ger- 
man submarine in the bread war against England. It is understood 
lhat notes were sent to all the neutral governments including the 
United States stating the government's intetion before the Premier 
made his anouncement in the house of commons. 


Premier Asquith's announcement is of great importance to the 


United Slates and other neutral nations.
